ly chief of police in that city, called at 
the city jail Friday. morning und identified 


Franeis Herman Kalde as.a convict who 
was serving a term in the lbowa 
tentiary at the time of the Hawkins mur- 
der, with which the prisoner is charged, was 
committed in St. Louis, 

The identification substantiates Kalde's 
Statement to the Post-Dispatch that he 
could not have killed Ira Hawkins 
Twelfth and Wash streets on the night of 
Oct. 6, 1899, as he was in the Iowa prison 
from April 6, 1897, to June 5, 1909. 

Former Chief London is a business man of 
Fort Dodge. He is stopping at the Welling- 
ton Hotel, this city, for a few days. He 
read Kalide’s story which appeared ex- 
clusively in the Post-Dispatch Thursday. 
After seeing the prisoner in the jail and 
conversing with him London said: 

Kalde has told the truth. I arrested him 
in Fort Dodge for breaking into the Fenton 
laundry in that city. He was convicted of 
rand larceny and sentenced by Judge 
jindman to serve four years. The dates 
given by the prisoner are correct: A year 
before his conviction for this offense 1! ar- 
rested him for desertion from the United 
States cavalry on information furnished 
by Col. Grayson. This part of the storv 
is also true.’’ 

Kalde related Thursday that he was a 
Hottentct, born in Bloemfontein, Orange 
Free State. He speaks seven languages 
with ease and is an intelligent negro.

Railway Strike. 

The message*thus reviews the St. Louis 
Street railway strike: } : 

“Early in 1900 a dispute arose between the 
St. Louis Transit Co. and its employes over 
wages, hours of labor and other matters, 
which threatened to culminate in a strike 
of the employes of said company, but on 
March 10 an agreement was entered into 
which appeared to amicably adjust the dif- 
ferencés between the parties directly inter- 
ested. Seon thereafter a movement was 
Started to organize the employes of said 
company into what is known as the ‘Amal- 
gamated Association of Street Car Em- 
pioyes of America.’ Upon the refusal of the 
officers of the transit company to comply 
with certain demands made by the members 
of the association, chief among which was 
the formal recognition of their union, a 
general strike was ordered by the officers of 
| the association on May 7. 

Prior to the agreement of March 10, in 
accordance with the provisions of existing 
arbitration laws, Labor Commissioner 
rhomas P. Rixey tendered his services as 
mediator of the dispute, but was assured 
that the parties interested would be able 
to reach a satisfactory adjustment without

“The books of the state treasurer show 
that during the present administration 
$77,240.64 has been collected from thé state 

depositories in interest upon daily balances, 

which has veen placed in the revenue fund. 
This amount is more than enough to pay 
all the expenses of the office of the state 
treasurer during the last eight years. 

“State revenues are derived from a tax 
of % cents on the $100 valuation, levied 
upon real and personal property of individ- 
vals and corporations, from license taxes, 
tax on premiums received from foreign in- 
suranve companies, on merchants and 
manufacturers, and express companies, in- 
terest on balances with our state deposi- 
tories, an incorporation tax, notarial fees, 

from sundry minor sources. 
"The estimated receipts for 1901 and 1902 
will not vary greatly from the receipts dur- 
ing and 1900. he approximated 
amounts required to meet ordinary expenses 
of the state government for the next two 
years will be about $4,750,000. The auditor's 
manus report will give requirements in 
etail. 

“On Jan. 1, 1897, when I entered upon the 
duties of my office, the bontied indebtedness 
of the state aggregated in bonds, drawing 
8% per cent interest, $5,000,000. 


Changes Made 
in Four Years. 

“Under the requirements of the state con- 
stitution, $250,000 at least of the principal 
of our interest-bearing bonds are to be ex- 
tinguished annually. During 1897 and 1898, 
the first two years of the present adminis- 
tration, the bonded debt was reduced $1,- 
358,000. During 1899 and 1900, the last ve 

ce 

nded indebtedness was reduced $1,755,000. 
The total reduction being $3,113,000, which 
means a saving to the state of $108,950 an- 
nually in interest charges alone. This 
leaves the bonded debt outstanding Jan. 
1, 1901, $1,887,000, drawing 3% per cent in- 
terest, payable at the option of the state. 

It will be observed that $2,113,000 more of 
our bonds have been redeemed during this 
administration than were required by the 
state constitution. 

“In my biennial message to the Fortieth 
Generally Assembly, under date of Jan. 5, 
1899, referring to the bonded indebtedness, 
1 d: ‘The real debt of the state is, there- 
fore, insignificant, in proportion to our 
assessed valuation, and while it may not be 
entirely @xtinguished during the present ad- 
ministratien | see no reason why it cannot 

paid of within the early days of the 
succeeding one.’ 

“I see no reason now to change my view 
then expressed, and confidently believe 
every dollar of our interest-bearing bonded 
indebtedness will be paid off by Jan. 1, 1903. 

“Besides our bonded indebtedness, which 
@mounts to $1,887,000, and draws 3% per 
cent interest, payable semi-annually, we 
have outstanding ‘certificates of indebted- 

* belonging to our ‘school fund’ 
amounting to $3,158,000—of .which $2,909,000 
draw 6 per cent interest, and the balance 6 
per cent interest, and $1,235,839.42 ‘certif- 
cates of indebtedness,’ belonging to the 
‘seminary fund,’ drawing mostly 5 per cent 
interest—making the total state debt at this 
fime $6,.280,839.42, as compared with $9,309.- 
yy Jan. 1, 1897—being a net reduction of 


.000, While as stated before, the bond-

After showing that the state constitution 
authorizes taxation of franchises, and urg- 
ing that all franchises should be taxed, 
th overnor says:

county, narrowly escaped being blown to 
atoms with an infernal machine received 
through the mail this morning. The ne 


was of wood, with a sliding lid, measuring 
| 3x3x10 inches. It was wrapped in two thick- 
| nesses of heavy brown paper and was ad- 
| dressed to Dr. Sylvester Coffman, Hume, 
| lll. Attorney Coffman has a brother of that 
name, whose mail he frequently receives 
and he decided to open the package. Tear- 
ing away the paper wrappings he carelessly 
threw them in the stove before he pulled 
open the lid to which a stout string was 
attached. Taking hold of this he gave it a 
sharp pull and found himself gazing into 
a death-dealing instrument, so cunningly 
devised that its failure to perform its fiend- 
work may be counted little short of mirac- 
ulous. The box contained a pound stick of 
dynamite, into: which were stuck a number 
of match heads. 

The inner surface of the lid was studded 
with tacks so aranged that they would 
scrape the match-heads and there was 
also a strip of sandpaper so arranged that 
'it would be drawn over them if the tacks 
|failed to do their work. It is presumed 
that the jolting of the box in the mail 
caused the contents to settle down so that 
there was no contact between the match 
heads and the device to ignite them. ‘To 
this fact alone Mr. Coffman attributes his 
own escape fro death as well as that of two 
spectators, John Sheets and W. Brock 
Jones, who were in his office at the time. 
Postmaster George B. Tucker was at 
once notified of the nature of the package 
and a rigid investigation has been insti- 
tuted, 

When 


the box was turned over to Mr. 
Coffman he looked at the postmark and 
though verv indistinct it seemed to have 
been mailed at Logansport, Ind., reaching | 
Hume over the I. D. & W., from the west 
at 7 o'clock this morning. The only other 
clew obtained up to this time is a white 
printed label pasted on the box lid and in- 
scribed “‘Dr. J. W. Btlusser & Son.”’ 

The location of the firm not being given, 
Mr. Coffman says he remembers that some- 
thine was written on the wrapper aside 
from the address, but he did not read it and 
threw the paper in the fire before opening 
the box. He is uncertain whether the box 
was intended for him er his brother, inas- 
much as the latter's whereabouts are not 
usually known, and the makes a practice of 
opening such of his mail as comes to Humé. 
He thinks some enemy of his, being aware 
of this fact. may have taken advantage of it 
to divert suspicion. 

The aid of United States Marshal C. P. |

been enlisted and the investigation will be 
vigorously pushed.
